—A new disinfecting compound for 


purifying the atmosphere of the sick 
room hits just been presented to the 
Berlin Medical Society. Oils of rose- 
mary, lavender and thyme, in the pro- 
portion of 10, 2) and 2} respectively 
are mixed with nitric acid in the pro- 
portion of 30 to 1 j. The bottle should 
be shaken before using and a sponge 
saturated with the compound, and left 
to diffuse by evaporation. Simple as 
it is, the vapor of this compound is said 
to possess extraordinary properties in 
controlling the odors and effluvia ot 
offensive and infectious diseases.

H* Wai Drank, Met and Quarreled 


With Hit Victim, and Hi* 


Qun Went Oft 


Niw YORK, May B. -Peter Bmltb, who 


while In company of Alexander Sweeney, 
killed watchman John Hannan at the foot 
of East Thirty-Eighth street on the nieht 
ol April 17, 1885, was hanged In the 
Tomb* prison yard this morning. The 
drop fell at seven twenty-six o'clock, and 
twenty minutes after life wa* pronounced 
extinct. Hi* death resulted from shock, 
and was almost instantaneous. 


For the first time In time in the history 


ofthi* State the criminal was put to 
death in obedience to a mandate of a court 
on Thursday instead of on Friday. Smith 
arose early this morning, and after ex- 
change of a few words with the deputy 
sheriffs who hod been keeping guard 
over him all night, proceeded to put on 
tbe black suit In which he was to be 
hanged. He had barely completed his ab- 
lution* and dressed himself when Father 
Duranguet, his spiritual adviser, arrived, 
and was immediately' ushered Into the 
condemned man's cell Father Duranguet 
shook Smith cordially by th) hand, and 
taking a crucifix from his pocket and 
holding It In front of him knelt down with 
the condemned and prayed. 
After prav- 


^ng a few minutes Father Duranguet 
spoke consolingly to the murderer, and 
then heard his last confession. 


This ceremony over, Smith, escorted by 


Father Duranguet and Deputy Warden 
Finley, went to the little chapel in the fe- 
male prison, where tho priest celebrated 
mass and administered holy communion 
to the condemned. 


In the meantime, Sheriff Grant, Under 


Shoi Iff Sexton, the hangman, Joe Atkins, 
and his assistants and the sheriff's depu- 
ties had arrived. 
Imm 3diatoly upon th> 


conclusion of mass in the chapel, tho con- 
demned was escorted back to Im coll, 
where breakfast awaited him. It consist- 
ed of 10 ist, eggs and coffee, but Smith 
ate very little. His spiritual adviser re- 
malnud constantly with him.

er's bauds and feet Father Duranguet 
raised bis crucifix to the murderer's lip;, 
and then knelt down and reclteJ a litany, 
to which the condemned made proper re- 
sponses m a clear voice. 


When Father Duranguet had finished, 


the black cap was drawn over Smith's 
face, a signal was i?lveu, and the hang- 
man severed the ropewhich held theweignt 
on the other end of the rope. The weighl 
being thus released, fell lo the ground 
and jerked the murder upward. The body 
rebounded considerably and then swung 
gently around. 
There were a few mus- 


cular contractions and the body hung 
quietly until cut down. 


The execution passed off without the 


slightest hitch. 


When the body had been lowered into 


tbe eoitim and Vbe lid closed, it was 
driven away in an undertaker's wagon 


Before retiring last uieht Smith, at the 


suggestion of his keepers, walked out in 
the corridors to bid good-bye to his fellow 
prisoners. He took an affecting farewell 
train Alexander Sweeney, his partner in 
the murder of Hanuan. Both men were 
weeping when they parted, and Smith 
solemnly declared that Sween ey had no 
hand iu the murder. 


When Smith returned to his cell he 


talked freely with the deputy sheriff) 
He gave a short sketch of his life to tna 
hearers 
He denounced the use of rum in 


no unmeasured tei-m», and declared that 
It was Hie cause of hii be me in his pies 
ent condition. He concluded a& follows:

CHICAGO. May S.—People sometime* won- 


dor how, with tbe deaths and dlaoluugei 
In the army, the regiments are kept 
up to the minimum number, fiecrultlng 
stations for both the cavalry and infantry 
are maintained in Chk-ngo year in and 
year out to secure volunteers for the de- 
partment of Kansas and Missouri. Tbe aver- 
ago number of applicants at each oflli-e is about 
sixty a month or two per day. In eontrover-
